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INTRODUCTION 


In 1896 Francis F. Fox suggested to the Society that John Latimer should 
be asked to catalogue the archives of the Society. It was agreed that 
Latimer be given access to all books, charters, deeds and other documents 
but not allowed to remove them from the Hall. He was to have permission 
to catalogue, copy or make extracts, on condition ‘that he shall not 
publish, nor mention to anyone not a member, any facts of which he 
should thus acquire knowledge.’ What in fact Latimer did, between the 
years 1897 and 1901, was to calendar the entries in various important 
records, such as the Hall Books, the books of charters and ordinances, and 
a volume labelled Book of Trade, comprising three volumes of extracts 
covering the period 1467-1900. 

In his report to the Society, he says ‘It is with equal surprise and regret 
that my search for ancient documents in the muniment rooms of the 
Merchants’ Hall has been almost abortive.’ What Latimer meant, was that 
with the exception of the royal charters, Grant of Arms and municipal 
ordinances of 1500, no records of the Society have survived before the 
seventeenth century. 

Latimer, who had had access to the records of Bristol Corporation, 
remarked that even the craft guilds of Bristol had kept a record of their 
proceedings and several of their minute books had survived. He suggested 
that a possible explanation of the absence of early records of the Society 
was to be found in the Proceedings of the Hall, 15th January 1641, when it 
was ordered that a letter be sent to the Members of Parliament for Bristol 
‘, , . to seek information and redresse against such persons as by iniust 
informacions to his Majesty, or by their illegall and vnwarrantable 
proceedings have iniuered and abused the merchantes of this Citty by 
entring into the merchantes hall taking away their books of accomptes and 
other writinges. ..’ To what extent this statement accounts for the 
disappearance of the early records it is impossible to say. Professor Patrick 
McGrath acknowledges that Latimer’s suggestion may account for the 
absence of some of the records, but that it is not the complete explanation. 
He points out that an inventory of the Society’s properties and records 
made in 1631! does not suggest that there then existed a large number of 
early records which have since disappeared. 

In 1639, the Society passed an ordinance stating ‘that the Clerke of this 
Societie shall forwith bring into the Hall, and deliver to the Wardeins, All 
bookes, Copies of writing, Coppies of letters, and all other papers 
whatsoever that may in any way concerne This Company, That the same 
may bee laide upp amongest theire other Writinges, And from hence- 
fourth Theire said Clarke shall not make any writings, or enter any Actes

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or Orders that concernes this Company in other place then in the 
Common Hawle, called the Marchantes Hawle, vnlesse hee shall have 
leave from the Maister and Wardeins . . .* The records were kept in its 
Hall in King Street until the eighteenth century when a new hall was 
erected with strongroom accommodation. Here, the records were kept 
until the Hall was destroyed by enemy action in World War II. As there 
was no fire, it was possible to rescue all the records which were deposited 
with the Corporation of Bristol, until such time as new accommodation 
could be found. The records are now housed in the Merchants’ Hall, The 
Promenade, Clifton. 

This Catalogue of the records relating to the Society of Merchant 
Venturers will, it is hoped, be a significant supplement to the Guide to the 
records in the Bristol Record Office. Throughout its history, the Society 
has had a close relationship with the Corporation of Bristol. 

It should be emphasised that this is only a guide to sources. In the pages 
that follow are lists of the main classes of records. More detailed 
information will be found in card indexes at the Merchants’ Hall. It has 
not been possible to list the many deeds and leases of properties. 

The history of the Society has been admirably written in great detail by 
Professor Patrick McGrath in his impressive volume The Merchant 
Venturers of Bristol, Bristol 1975. 

I am glad to acknowledge the help of Miss Nora Hardwick and Miss 
Mary Morris who kindly typed the manuscript.

In 1885 the Trade & Mining School was moved to Unity Street 
and became known as the Merchant Venturers’ School and later in 1894 as 
the Merchant Venturers’ Technical College.

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ESTATES MANAGEMENT 


During its long history the Society has acquired land and property. Much 
of this was held in trust for various charities, but the Society held 
properties in the city of Bristol in its own right. However, in the late 17th 
century it acquired the two manors of Clifton. Later the Society managed 
estates outside Bristol which it owned in its own right or which it 
administered as a trustee for the Colston charities and St. Monica Home of 
Rest. This being so, the estate records cover all land and properties, often 
in one series.

In 1661, the Society proposed to negotiate for the purchase of the Hotwell 
and the adjacent waste ground but nothing came of this. In 1676 a 
committee was set up to buy the manor of Clifton and any other lands in 
fee for a sum not exceeding 42,000.

By a Deed Poll of 1922 and another dated 1928 a charity was formed to 
build and maintain a Home to be called the St. Monica Home of Rest with 
money given by Henry Herbert Wills. The Society is responsible for the 
management of the endowments and hands over the income to the 
Council, half of which is appointed by the Society. Built according to 
plans by Sir George Oatley 1920-25.

SEAMEN’S HOSPITAL FUND 


As early as 1747, a proposal was made to establish a hospital for the relief 
of merchant seamen and their families. The Corporation of Bristol granted 
a site on Brandon Hill. The scheme however was abandoned but the Fund 
was established and administered by the Society. 
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By an Act of Geo. II c. 38 provision was made for all seamen employed in 
the Merchant Service to pay 6d a month out of their pay for the relief of 
such seamen rendered incapable of service, by wounds, accidents, misfor- 
tunes or become decrepit and worn out by age, and for the relief of widows 
and children of such seamen as may be slain, killed or drowned in the 
Merchant Service. By Section 28 of the Act, the Society of Merchant 
Venturers was appointed Trustees for receiving and applying monies paid 
in the port of Bristol. In 1853 the fund and its management was handed 
over to the Board of Trade.

SOCIETY OF MERCHANT VENTURERS OF BRISTOL v. JOHN TYNDALE 


Proceedings of a law suit first before the Lords of the Treasury and 
afterwards in the Court of the Exchequer. 

In 1623 there were differences between the merchants of Bristol and 
officers of the Customs in many ports of England about fees; complaints 
were made to Parliament whereby letters were written from the Treasury 
to the merchants and officers of customs to settle their fees. The 
merchants of Bristol settled all fees and signed an agreement, a copy of 
which is entered in their records. 

In 1662, the table of fees signed by the Speaker of the House of Commons 
was hung up in the Customs House in Bristol and the merchants adhered 
to these fees. 

When Sackville Graves became searcher at Bristol, (an office granted by 
Letters Patent), the Letters Patent granted by Charles II to him had 
attached to it a schedule of fees “as those for London” and he demanding 
such fees, the merchants refused and differences arose. 

In 1670 Sir John Knight on behalf of the merchants of Bristol agreed with 
Sackville Graves on what fees should be paid in Bristol. The merchants 
paid fees according to the Table which was not half so much as the 
searcher of London received. Sackville Graves stifled this Table and often 
received fees as in London. He also hung up in his office the Table of Fees 
as London. 

In 1666, Charles II granted the reversion of the office of searcher to 
John Tyndale. Seven years later Graves died and John Tyndale took the 
office and received fees as London. The merchants refused to pay and 
brought an action against 4 or 5 particular merchants. The cause was 
heard in 1693 when he was granted the liberty to amend his Bill of 
Complaint and make the Society of Merchants his defendants. The 
Merchants exhibited a Bill of Complaint against John Tyndale to get the 
matter settled and to continue to pay fees as agreed in 1662. John Tyndale 
lost his case in 1695.
